Even gas men who cannot take that view of it will un-
derstand the dollars and cents aspect, which makes it plain
that unless a vigorous conservative campaign is uncertaken
millions of dollars which have been invested in gas distribu-
tion plants will be lost imetrievably. Or at least only so
much will be recovered of it as the junk men are willing

to give. .

If it is carefully husbanded there is gas enough for years
longer, but in order to make it last the men who own it
and who distribute it must study how to make the best
possible use of it, and then they must pass on this knowl-
edge to the consumer. Most of the gas burning appliances
in use in homes in the gas country are not what they should
be, and it would be money in the pockets of all concemed
if the public were taught how to use gas to the best advan-

suffering when the temperature drops to zero and the con-
sumption jumps up many hundred fold without the slightest
warning.
